London, October 19— The British 
are continuing their advance In Flan- 
dera north of the Sensee canal, Field 
Marshal Haig announced today. 

Southeast of Le Cateau, where Brit- 
ish and American troojis nre operat- 
ing, nrazucl and Mazlnghien have 
lieen captured. 

Till' Uriiish have advanced more 
Kin six miles east of llouai and they 
are In contact wilh Ihe Ceriiians east 
f Vred and Caltelet In that area. 

Rlbeauxville and Wasslgny have 
been taken. More than 1,200 prison- 
era and a tew guna were captured in 
yeaterday's lighting. 

Wore Than 9,000 Prisoners and 80 
OuBs Are Captared 

Paris, October 19— The French con- 
tinue successfully their advance south 
of Wasslgny and east of Ouise, ac- 
cording to the war oHlce statement to- 
Iny. They have reached the Sambre 
anal on a front of nearly nine miles 

outh of Ilaniiapiies. 

Along the canal Ihe French hold the 
towns of llaiinappos, Tuplgny and 
Noyales. Since October IT In this re- 
gion the French First army has taken 
more than S.OOO prisoners and 20 
guns. 

Eaat of Rethel the Germans have 
been driven from the territory be- 
tween the Ardennes canal and the 
Msne west of Attlgny. The town of 
\mbly-Haut haa l>een captured In 
addition to prisoners.

STORM FRONT 
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8. Troops Boot Geanaans En- 
trenched on the Selle 

With the Allied Armies of Cambrai. 
O' loher !!• — Tanks manned by Ameri- 
cans. Iraini'il in I'^njiland, led the as- 
sault ngaiiisl Ihe (Jerrnan forces en- 
trenched on the eastern side of the 
Selle river Thursday. They were 
faced by Cerman marine divisions, 
which offered desperate resistance. 
At one point the Oermans delivered a 
counter-attack and momentarily gain- 
ed ground, but the tanks passed over 
and beyond the high ground where 
the Oermans were making their stand 
and tiulokly drove the anemjr out oif 
his trenches. 

American engineers, working under 
heavy machine gun Are, placed 
bridges across the river and then the 
American and Rrltish infantry swept 
across. The tanks helped to keeii 
down the enemy lire until the engi- 
neers had completed their work, and 
then went over with' the infantry 



Washington, October ig— Reports 
to the Public Health Service today 
from ;!ri stales showed llial Siianish 
inlluenzn still is on the increase in 
most parts of the country. Condilions 
in army camps also were leas favor- 
able, I 111' l .?'.il iii'w cases reported to 
noon today showing that the disease 
apparently was stationary after the 
marked decline noted for aeveral days. 

The epidemic still Is more pro- 
nounced In the eastern section of the 
country than west of the Mississippi 
River, due undoubtedir to . the more 
crowded conditions in we large oltlea. 

I'p to October 16 New Jersey had 
reported in7.S3!t cases, with 2,232 
deaths, while in .Vew York f'lty 4.733 
cases of influenza, with .'!Hfi deaths 
and fijli cases of luieiiuinni.M, with 287 
deaths, were reported yesterday. 

Deaths in Pennsylvania up to Oc- 
tober LI were placed at 10.046. In De- 
laware Ihe epidemic apparently was 
subsiding, but many cases of pneu- 
monia were reported Fewer cases 
also were reported from Maaaachu- 
aetts, but in Maine, Rhode laland and 
New Hampahire the disease still was 
epidemic. Maryland, Virginia, North 
a'U South Carolina. Tennessee, Ala 
^ /ma and Mississippi reported new 
cases. 

Louisville and five other cities in 
Ki'iitucky have tiiatiy cases, while In- 
diana yesterday reiiorted 2.6SS new 
cases outside of Indianapolis, where 
the disease is epidemic. The malady 
also continues in Illinois and Mlchi- 
;:an, Ohio reported that It Is prevalent 
in 1.1 cities, 

Missouri reported epidemics in sev- 
en cities. Minnesota In 36 districts 
Colorado in seven oltles and Kansas 
In seven cities and many counties. 
The epidemic Is serious at Oklahoma 
City, with many casea In other parts 
of Oklahoma. The disease was in- 
creasing In nine counties rn North Da 
kola and was reported from six cities 
and several counties ^n New Mexico 
The epidemic alao la widespread in 
Arizona. 

Idaho reported new i ases from live 
cities; South Dakota reported thi 
disease throughout the state. Wiscon- 
sin had new cases In ten cities. Wyo 
ming reported 2,600 cases during the 
past week. Montana reported 2,00U 
new cases during the week ended OC' 
tober 12. In Arkansaa the peak seems 
to have been reached In most cities, 
but the disease is Increasing In the 
rural districts. 

In the district of Columbia both the 
number of new cases of Influenza and 
of deaths Increased today. I'ortatil 
hospitals were opened to take care of 
till' iiverilow from public and privat 
institutions. 

Although Influenza cases in arm 
camps Increased slightly, pneumoni 
cases. decreased during the 24 

hour period ended today at noon 
Deaths were 657, against 684 yester 
day. Influensa cases reported from 
all campa abice the epidemic begar 
now total 279,945; pneumonia ease 
42,676 and deatha 18,681. 



For some time past a number of 
people of this city have been sweep- 
ing leaves In front of tholr premises 
and burning them, thti) being particu- 
larly noticeable along parts of Forest 
avenue.

Chief of Police Harry A. Ort pro- 
mises the necessary relief and if af- 
er notlflcatlott the parties persist In 
iirnlng the leavea' they will have to 
face more stringent measures as the 
health of the community demands the 
topping of this right now.

It is, as Von Clauzowitz laid down, "merely a continuation of pol- 
icy," the obtaining by for<>e llmt \\ liicli direet diplomacy fails to 
secure. The military commanders are then to carry out the orders 
of the men chTirged with the direction of the political aims of the 
war. It was iln^ ir.eniiiiioteiiee of tlie statesmen that inverted tlie 
roles, and the soldiers assumed not only the military, but also the 
political direction ol the war. For a long time the British imperial 
staff overshadowed the civil power. The result was the overnm- 
ling of Serbia, whieh had as its direct result the evacuation of 
3allipoli and tbc surrender in McFOpotafiiia, ' 

Though every statesman, every sutdent of politics 'saw ythat the 
Balkans were the cnix of the world conflict, the Allies heel of the 
central powers, the weakest liiil; i'l tlu' Tan-t Jernianie eliaiii, tll^ eon- 
ter of gravity was arbitrarily tiausfeired to the western front 'ami 
the whole balance of the military situation disturbed. The result 
was the Russian disaster. It is oidy in the last few months that the 
statesmen again got control of tli - sitiuition and ^Ir. Lloyd George. 
M. Clcmencean and Rignor Orlando were able to impose tiieir will. 
The first result was the creation of unity of command and tlie re- 
moval of those who oppose such scf-evident reform. General Poch 's 
nomination restored the e()iiililiriinii in tlie military situation, and 
Ihe^lairas of the minor front were reeogni/.ed. The consequence was 
the nomination of General Franehet d'Esperey to the command of 

the army of the Orii iil and keei iippreeiat ioii/if the iiiii)ortan<'e of 

the role it had to play.* The result lias been its sueecs.sful otl'ensive 
and the total change in the strategic and political situation — Wash, 
ington Post.

"As a full technical description, 
with photograbs, haa already been 
published about the lastening device 
In use on our fieets, there can be no 
harm In me saying that they are 
harm in me saying that they are now 
BO perfect it Is easily possible to hear 
the propeller of a I'-boat (he miles 
away.

Factory posters, designed to stimu- 
late the productive eSofi of workmen, 
must be need with discretion, accord- 
ing to D. P. Carpenter, who writes in 
l^rlnter's Ink on the subject, "Want- 
ed — a Now Vision In Factory Posters" 
lie iiolnts out that tbe rmiiloyer's 
point of view is considerably different 
from that of the employee, and that 
jiosters thoroughly ailniirable in the 
opinion of the factory jiroprietor. do | 
not make any kind of hit with the 
workmen. 

Mr. Carpenter points out very vig- 
orously that there are two points of 
view in such matters. He cites, for 
example, the statement by "that well- 
known dreamer, I.ieon Trotsky," In 
w^ch the Bolshevlkl leader an- 
nounced tbe intention of ruling all 
factories democratically and paying 
the owners U or il per ceul. iulcri'st. 
On the other band, there is the iioliit 
of view represi'iited by those factory 
owners who put nii stu'h posters as: 
"The siililier works 1.'4 hours a day; 
the man who doesn't do the work that 
Is asked of him is a 'slockcr,' and if 
be were 'over there' he would face a 
firing squad." 

"Between these two extremes some- 
where the right ground must lie," 
writes Mr. Carpenter. "It is happily 
true that a great many manufacturers 
seem to have the new vision now. In 
the first place they have come to real- 
ize that labor can no longer be con- 
sidered a comnuidity. that the labor of 
each iiHliviiliuil is a part anil a very 
Important part of tmhat indlviilnal's 
life, and today .America dej)eiiils on 
the vision of her employers and em- 
ployees almost as completely as shi' 
does upon the valor and bravery of 
Iter troops on tbe batUe field." 

The United States Department of 
Labor has prepared a aeries of fac- 
tory noaters which ai^e designed to In- 
sure the oooperatlon of workmen with 
the Nation's war program, and which 
have been chosen most carefully by 
men expert i» tbe psychology of tbe 
workmen.

ELECTBICALLT WELDED SHIPS 

■ I 

— (Silence American) 
In place of using rivets to fasten 
tbe plates and the framing of a' ship 
together, a test is being made by the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation, at the 
Federal Shipbuilding Company's yard 
in Keacney, N. J., in the use of elec- 
tric welding. This test Is to be con- 
ducted on a fort-foot length of a 
9,600-ton cargo steamship. Both spot 
welding and continuous arc welding 
will he used, the spot weldinf for con- 
necting the frames and plates, ami 
the are welding for joining the seania 
of the plates. Tbe hull o to be tested 
will be filled with water and sub- 
jected to various strains in order to 
judge of tbe strength of the joints. 
Should the test prove successful, it 
will result not only in the saving of 
10 per cent, of weight, but also in a 
great economy of time. It will elimi- 
nate a great deal of work In marking 
out punching and fitting of the mem- 
bera, as well as . a reduction In tbe 
railroad transportation from the roll- 
ing mill to the fabricating plant. It 
is believed that the total saving will 
amount to about $40 per ton of the 
steel structure.

In order to guard against tbe mis- 
takes that England and other coun- 
tries made early hi the war through 
working employees too long hours and 
otherwise disregardin gproper work- 
ing conditions in industry, the De- 
partment of Labor has established a 
Working Conditions Service, the ob- 
lect of whleh Is to maintain the most 
helpful conditions possible for the 
great body of war workers In the 
United States. 

This service wilt be intrusted with 
the task of examining Into working 
conditions In the various war indus- 
tries. It will determine standards 
which shall be maintained in tbe war 
Industries, and w'lll adopt rules em- 
bodying and exiilalning these stand- 
ards 11 will also determine the best 
means of insuring the Sdoption and 
maintenance of such standards and 
will (<boperate with State authorities 
for the purposes mentioned. Grant 
Hamilton, iong with the American 
Federation Of Labor, Is director. 

The Inspection work of other de- 
partments will not.be duplicated, but 
the service will endeavor to combine 
their functions In a way that will cov- 
er the entire field of war industries 
by bringing together representatives 
o fother departments in the formation 
of a uniform policy. Working condi- 
tlims will be considered not only from 
tbe iiolnt of view of production but al- 
so from the point of view Of the wel-' 
fare of the workers 

In the early stages of the war 
England had no superrlsory work on 
the conditions of labor and women 
were worked 7 days In the week, 12 
hours a day. It: was soon evident that 
such a policy resulted In lowered pro- 
duction, and the ministry of muni- 
tions began extensive investigations 
in the summer of 1915 in order to And 
corrective measures for the evils that 
had arisen. 

Slate laws in, this country provide 
certain standarils for wilinking condi- 
tions, particularly with reference to 
light, air. and safety apiilianees. but 
these laws are not uniform, nor are 
the yadapted to the Industries that 
have sprung into existence through 
the war. A central authority to ad- 
vise tbe States regarding tbe opera- 
tion of their laws is therefore neces- 
sary. Meanwhile provision will he 
made In Government contracts for 
such new standards ore onditlons as 
may be necessary to secure the great- 
est possible produclion. 

Knowledge of actual working con- 
ditions is the first essential, and quick 
adjustment of had conditions, the sec 
ond. Settlements made by the .\d 
justment Service must be followed up 
promptly, atid uniformity of standards 
in the various States promoted. The 
plan suggested by the Chief of Ord- 
nance offered a number of practical 
ideas In the Interest of better work- 
ing, condition*.

Word was received yesterday from 
tl\e Amerioan Hed Cross by Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry T. Bolander of the county, 
stating that their spn, Corporal Hugh 
Bolander, who was reported missing 
in action stnoe June S8, had been 
found sate In a German prison eamp. 

The Red Cross was unable to get an 
answer to their Inquiries as to wheth- 
er Corporal Bolander was held a pris- 
oner by the Germans until the past 
few weeks. Upon getting t^e official 
notice that he was a prisoner the Red 
Cross immediately cabled the news to 
his parents, who had long given their 
son MP as dead. 

Ciirpiiral Bolander was captured in 
the lialtle of Marne liy llie C.ermanB 
and was sent immediately to a prison 
camp. Bolander baa been decorated 
with the Croix de Guerre. 

This brave young Mason county sol- 
dier, who is only 82 years of age, took 
place in the great battle of the Marne, 
where he was taken prisoner by the 
Germans. Shortly before this, he was 
wounded, while defending a post In 
".\o Man's T.and" agnlsnt an over- 
whelmiiiK force of the enemy, for 
which he was awarded the Croix de 
Oiierre. 

lie is the only Mason county soldier 
to wear the "Cross of war", and the 
only soldier from this county to be 
helil a prisoner by the Huns. 

i.ioiileniinl Harvey Ilicc arrived 
yest('iil;iy from Qnantico, Va.. where 
he had gone through a siege of the in- 
fluensa, and is now at the home of his 
parenU, Judge and Mrs. W. H. Rice, in 
the county, where he will recuperate. 

News from Mr. Vincent Ellis, who 
Is under treatment in Lexington, is 
that he Is getting along nicely, which 
I I tainly Is gratifying to his parents 
an I numerous friends here.

The Food Administration an- 
nounced last night that sucar allot- 
ments for household use will lie held 
strlrlly to two pounds a iierson each 
month and thai the supidy for manu- 
facture of soft ilrinks. ice cream and 
confections will be reduced sharply. 

For the manufacture of soft drinks 
the amount to be supplied during No- 
vember and December will be 26 per 
cent of the normal requirements, or a 
out ot one-half from the amount used 
for such purpose since July. Ice 
cream manufacturers will come under 
the same restrictions, receiving only 
one-fourth the amount normally re- 
quired. 

Practically all nnmufacl nrers of 
beverage syrups, c'lewlnw i;um. choc- 
olate, cocoa, malted milk, tahle sy- 
rups and molasses, soda water and ar- 
tidcial honey will he cut to Fid per 
cent, of the average monthly use from 
July 1 to December 3U 1!*16. and the 
year 1917 combined. 

Candy and chocolate manufacturers 
have been instructed by the Food 
Food Administration to give prefer- 
ence to orders from the army, navy. 
Red Cross, Y. M. C. A. Knights of Co- 
lumbus and Salvation Army. Except 
for shipment overseas, sugar for these 
orders must come from the manufac- 
turers' regular allotments
